The ALSC will hold breakfasts on a regular basis in an informal setting for ALSC 
members and the interested public to exchange ideas and to discuss ways and means 
of aiding the Delano strikers, The breakfasts will be held monthly, and each will 
feature a prominent speaker. 
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THE ALSC 

The ALSC was formed in November 1966 as an independent committe, comprised of students, 
church groups, union members, and the public at large, to assist the organizational 
drive of the United Farm Workers, AFL-CIO. 


The primary aim of the ALSC is to educate the public about the basic problems of 
farm workers}; to initiate community action, such as food and clothing drives, and 
fund raising, and to engage in boycott activities in support of the strikers in 
Delano. 


SANTA CLAUS PICKETS MACY'S: 

The current project of the ALSC, the boycott of Perelli-Minetti wines and brandies, 
has had an electric effect in the Bay Area. Our picketing of Macy's Department 
store got national press coverage; and although Macy's continues to sell the scab 
products, other stores, such as the Emporium, have decided not to handle the 
products forthe duration of the strike. 


The picket line was maintained nightly from December 3 until Christmas, with 

large daytime picket lines on Saturday, December 17 and on Christmas Eve. On both 
days, the lines included a large number of Santa Clauses, who collected gifts and 
money for Delano. On December 16, Macy*s obtained a temporary restraining order 
limiting us to 4 pickets and 1 leafleteer per entrance, and prohibiting the use of 
electric sound equipment and the word 'Huelga." They failed to serve the restrain- 
ing order, and on December 22 Superior Court Judge Joseph Karesh refused to issue 

a permanent injenction. 


On Christmas Eve, a picket line similar to the previous week's was maintained in 
addition to a rally with speakers Ray Jacobs, Assistant Secretary of the Alameda 
County Central Labor Council, Bert Donlin of the ILWU, and John Burton, San Fran- 
cisco assemblyman. The highlight of the rally was the Teatro Campesino, which per- 
formed their new acto, "El Perelli Menudo." We are told that the Teatro stopped 
pedestrian traffic 2 blocks away. The San Francisco Mime Troupe led the picketers* 
singing of Christmas carols with new strike lyrics by Jimmy Collier. 


Public response to the picket line against Macy's was excellent: on Christmas Eve 
the last minute shoppers completely filled a truck with gifts for Delano and dona- 
ted over $400. The truck left for Delano on the same evening and arrived there 
Christmas Day. 


MACY'S CONTINUES TO SELL SCAB BOOZE 


Because Macy's is still taking an active part in continuing the miserable conditions 
of farm labor in California, we will continue our pressure on them (though not with 
a picketline in the immediate future). We are asking Huelga supporters to do the 
following: (1) Cancel their charge accounts at Macy's and let Macy's management 

know the reason for the cancellation; (2) Those who do not have charge accounts 
should write a letter or phone Macy's protesting Macy's immoral practice of selling 
Perelli-Minetti products; (3) Ask all your friends to do the same. Every Saturday 
we will be at Macy's asking their customers to sign a petition demanding that 

the store honor the boycott. Volunteers are needed to help with the petitions.

CITY-WIDE BOYCOTT ACTIVITY 


Capitalizing on the publicity we got from our Macy's picket lines, we are contact- 
ing all small retail liquor stores in San Francisco, informing them of the status 
of the Perelli-Minetti stzite. Of the 300 stores, 87 do not carry Perelli-Minetti 
products, and 101 have not yet been contacted. Some ninety stores have agreed 

to stop handling Perelli-Minetti products for the duration of the strike; twenty 
two have refused to cooperate with the boycott. Our major success is that Ernie's 
chain stores have agreed to support the boycott. The uncooperative stores will 

be picketed in the near future, after we have verified the removal of Perelli- 
Minetti products from the shelves of the friendly stores. 


STATE-WIDE BOYCOTT SUCCESSES 


Many of you may have received the vicious letter being circulated by Perelli- 
Minetti in response to the pledge cards you signed and forwarded to them. They 
are sending the letters to people throughout the country, obviously at a great 
deal of trouble and expense. Perelli-Minetti is feeling the pinch! 


Some of our major successes have been in the Los Angeles area where the large 
chain of Thrifty Drug stores have agreed to remove the scab liquor, and where 
Young's Distributors also have agreed not to handle the products. As of last 
week about 170 sales outlets in Los Angeles had agreed to support the strike. 


On the *pening night of the opera in Los Angeles the boycott had another kind of 
success: the opera house was picketed for selling Perelli-Minetti brandies, and the 
line received excellent news coverage (though the products are still sold at the 
opera house). 


Pereili-Minetti's obvious concern about our progress is heartening! 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


At a general meeting on January 3, permanent officers and committec chairmen were 
elected. Frank Reilly was elected chairman of the ALSC and also of the Direct 
Action Committee. Don Watson was elected Secretary Treasurer, and the committee 
chairmen were as follows: Maija Gallardo, Membership Committee; Georgia Scholine, 
Publicity Committee; Martha Schaffer, Breakfast Committee; Lou Berman, Union 
Affairs Committee; Anne Marie Day, Religious Liaison. 


We are in the process of moving our offices to a new location, and will announce 
our next meeting in the forthcoming newsletter. General meetings are scheduled for 
the first Tuesday of every month.

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POLICE TEAM WITH MANAGEMENT AGAINST FARM WORKERS 
VIOLENCE ON THE PICKET LINE 


San Francisco polige arrested an ALSC boycott picket because he was hit by a 
car while picketing a P rity Store in support of the AFL-CIO sanctioned Perelli- 
Minetti boycott. A UFWOC organizer was also arrested on a trumped-up "interference’ 
charge, 


The arrests occurred at the Purity Store on South Van Ness between 23rd and 24ti. 
Streets on Monday evening, January 16, after a Volkswagon sedan, license DXT 588, 
with an Alpha Delta Tau college sorority sticker on the rear window, accelerated 
when it reached the picket line, forcing Bob Edmonson, Chairman of the Student Com- 
mittee for Agricultural Labor to scramble up over the hood to avoid being knocked 
down and run over, In the car were two well-dressed girls who then parked in the 
lot. Pickets called police to report the assault. 


A paddy wagon suddenly appeared, accompanied by a patrol car. Two police of- 
ficers then began questioning the witnesses about the "traffic accident", Another 
car containing 2 police sergeants drew up and one sergeant began making nasty re- 
marks to the picket captain, ALSC Chairman Frank Reilly, about the line and their 
labor songs. The sergeants conferred with the store management, then left the scene. 
They returned shortly, making an illegal turn on South Van Ness, and almost ran 
down a small neighborhood child on the line who escaped injury only by dodging ex- 
pertly away, The police held another conference with management and the driver of 
the car. F 


The police then massed and walked over to the car where Edmonson was sitting 
because of his injured leg and back, With the driver of the attacking car in the 
center, they formed a cordon around Edmonson and informed him that he was under 
citizen's arrest. The charge was "malicious mischief". Brian Heron, a UFWOC or- 
ganizer, attempted to get close enough to make a citizen's arrest of the driver, but 
was arrested himself for "interfering with an officer," 


Everywhere the farm workers go to state their case in their search for justice, 
they are met with violence, slander, and prejudiced police, Incidents like the four 
fires recently set in the Delano boycott offices and now the encouragement of vio- 
lence against an informational picket*lina by the police of San Francisco, make it 
apparent that a concerted effort is being made to crush the farm workers! attempt 
to unionize. Perhaps this intimidation is an indication of things to come for all 
who try to organize for a better way of life. 


BUT, the farm workers will not stop striking, and the ALSC will NOT stop 
boycotting.

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ENTIRE PICKET LINE ARRESTED: POLICE AGAIN TEAM WITH MANAGEMENT 
s 
Ex-49er football player, Bob St. Clair, owner of a liquor store and a Super~ 
visor of San Mateo County, has found a new team.to play on. The ALSC began pic- 
keting his store at. 3910 24th Street at about 7 PM on Thursday, January_19, Haif 
an hour later, the entire line was hauled off in a paddy wagon, 


Picketers had left the purity Store at 22nd and South Van Ness earlier the 
same evening after Mr. Decker, Purity's District Manager, had agreed to cooperate 
with the boycott. St. Clair had been approached previously, and his store picked 
as a prime target for picketing because of its strategic. location. He was ap- 
proached again on January 19 by Fred Ross, Director of Organization, UFWOC, and 
asked if he would cooperate. St. Clair refused, and said.that if there was pic 
keting, there would be "trouble.” 


Immediately after the picketers arrived, two patrol cars pulled up, and of- 
ficers made a careful inspection of al1 cars they thought might belong to picketers. 
A paddy wagon lurked two blocks away. 


St. Clair filed a complaint because the picketers were singing. Officers told 
pickets that they were disturbing the: pcece. Since the line was a small one, and 
there were no witnesses, the picketers decided to obey the officers and stop sing- 
ing, at least until more people arrived. Meanwhile the paddy wagon had pulled up 
beside the line. A few minutes after the picket line had become silent, six people 
were put under arrest. One picketer had crossed the street to distribute leaflets. 
An officer, saying "That's one of them!", charged across the street to arrest him 
while he was quietly talking to a couple of shoppers. "Disturbing the peace" is 
obviously a trumped-up charge. Arrested were Ed Gallardo, Max Beagarie, Alan 
Steele, Adolfo Hernandez, Brian Heron, and Belinda Rodriguez. 


On Friday evening, picketing continued at St. Clair's in spite of heavy rain, 
St. Clair'ts first reaction was to roll up the awning in front of his store to en- 
sure that picketers would be soaked in the downpour. The same evening, the San 
Francisco Labor Council voted to endorse the Perelli-Minetti boycott. On Saturday 
morning a large number of pickets arrived to find that St. Clair had already re- 
moved the scab products from his shelves, presumably because of pressure from the 
Labor Council. 


The arrested people are still faced with a trial and a possible jail sentenee 
and fine, Even though St. Clair, and all the other stores in the neighborhood 
have now cooperated with the boycott, the fact remains that the police have twice 
teamed with bosses against farm labor supporters. To counter this, we must have 
large picket lines and a large organization,

The percentage of Mexican-American students in California institutions of higher 
education is less than that of any other minority group, Less than a dozen Mexican- 
Americans are enrolled at the University of California. If Reagan's policy is ad- 
opted, it will be another barrier keeping the children of farm workers from getting 
a decent education. Even if the strike in Delano is won, the improvement in farm 
workers* wages will not be enough to cover college tuition for their children, 
especially as the tuition rises, as it no doubt will. ‘The ALSC therefore urges 
its members and supporters to join the march in Sacramento on Saturday, February 11, 
10 o'clock on the O1d Bridge, Sacramento.

TONS OF 'ABLE GRAPES DUMPED: The grape growers said ther is no strike 
in Delano, They claimed they are not being hurt if indeed there is a 
strike, Delano Newsletter reports: 56,000 lugs (about 50 carlots) 
were dumped into winery by Mir, Jack Pandol...Growers say their scrapes 
are being piéked. It could be true. But by whom and with what quality 
of package?,..Table grapes might rot in cool storage if there was a 
mistake in refrigeration temperature, or if they were picked, trimmed 
and packed sloppily by unskfélled hands who cannot distinguish a ripe 
bunch from green, or waterberry from firm (good) berry. Soft or water 
berry causes rot in a bunch; a rotten bunch rots a box of grapes, hence 
dumping tons of table grapes which never happened before the strike, 
[The strikers have skilled hands. They could have turned their rotten 
grapes into $$$ for their bankroll. How long would they <o on this 

way is simple arithmetic,

JULY 27TH (SATURDAY) NEXT FOOD CARAVAN TO DELANO 


COACHELLA STRIKE: The flames of the GRAPES OF WRATH again scorched the hopes of farm 
workers in their effort to get union recognition in an orderly manner. After Coachella 
growers repeatedly ignored thekr workers’ pleas for an election, Cesar Chavez then called 
upon commmity leaders of that valley to conduct an election so workers could vote whether 
they wanted to be represented by the UFWOC or not. The final vote was 1138 = YES; 27 ~ NO, 
7 votes invalidated. After the final vote was announced, the farm workers took a strike 
vote. They subsequently have gone out on strike in every ranch in the Coachella Valley. 


VIOLENCE NECESSITATES REMOVAL OF PICKET LINE: As of this writing, nine persons have been 


injured through violent action of the growers. Several were run down deliberately by growers 
in their trucks and beaten badly by grower agents. Because of these actions, Cesar has 
stopped the picket lines and has stated the pickets in Coachella numbering over 350 will 

be sent out on the National Boycott of California Grapes. 


HEGGBLADE-MARGULEAS: A picket line of Coachella strikers and supporters has been placed 
at 215 Market Street in San Francisco to protest this company's refusal to recognize their 
workers and their illegal recruitment of alien residents from Mexico to break the strike, 


DON'T BUY CALIFORNIA GRAPES: The New York City Council on the basis of a request from the 
New York Central Labor Council headed by Harry Van Arsdale has issued a resolution suppor= 
ting the National Boycott of all California table grapes, The boycott is 99% successful 
in New York--one-fifth of the grape market for the entire United States, Boston, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City and Philadelphia are some of the other eastern 
cities now on their way to becoming OUT OF BOUNDS FOR GRAPES. 


LET'S MAKE SAN FRANCISCO AND OAKLAND ALSO CLOSED TO

FARM WORKERS WIN HIGHEST RATES IN NEW SCHENLEY PACT: It has been proven again that a 
union contract will not destroy a grower, Another successful contract has been negotiated 
with Schenley. The United Farm Workers Organizing Committee and Schenley Industries, Inc. 
have signed a new contract with what the union believes are the highest rates paid any 
farm workers anywhere in the continental United States. The agreement is Schenley's 
third, There were good increases for workers in all job categories: laborers, irrigators, 
crew leaders, drivers, hand pruners and automatic pruners, Schenley Ranch committee 
Chairman Paul Vargas announced that Schenley also agreed to pay 10¢ per hour for each 
worker into a health and welfare fund keyed to retirement and for dental and medical care 
for workers and their families. The dignity these workers have achieved is the dream of 
all Farm Workers. Cesar Chavez signed the Agreement for UFWOC, AFL-CIO, with Bill Kircher 
Signing as witness.

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NIXON DENOUNCED FOR "IGNORANCE" OF T-H AT" f ON GRAPE STRIKE ~ (from AFL-CIO News 
Service 9/17/68) New York--The AFL~CIO Executive Council sharply criticized Richard 

M. Nixon, the Republican presidential candidate, for his ignorance of the Taft-Hartiey 
law and reiterated its support for California grape strikers who are excluded from the 
law's coverage. 


Council members adopted a statement again urging all Federation affiliates to support 
the grape boycott, thanking Vice.President Hubert H, Humphrey and others aiding the 
boycott, and declaring: “We intend to continue to support” the United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee in its "just determination to have a union, despite the il1~informed 
and reactionary statements of Candidate Nixon. Mr. Humphrey does tend to be on the side 
of the poor and the downtrodden; while Mr. Nixon is automatically with the big financial 
interests." 


MEMO TO BOYCOTT: (9/12/68, by Rev. Jim Drake, Boycott Director) The source of the 
following information is the U.S. Department of Commerce reports on commodity exports. 
They are accurate. In 1965, when the strike staryed’, Viet Nahm (south of course) 
received grapes, They were, in fact, the 17th latgest export for fresh grapes. At the 
end of 1967 they had become the 9th largest export for fresh grapes. By the end of the 
month of May, they were the 3rd largest export for fresh grapes. 


In 1965, $32,438 worth of grapes were shipped to South Viet Nahm. In 1966, $40,575 

worth were shipped to South Viet Nahm. In 1967, $214,330 worth of grapes had been shipped. 
(Note: that that would be the season when we struck Giumarra,) During the first five 
months of 1968 (the winter months when thereare few grapes to be sold, by the way), $92,111 
worth of grapes were exported to South Viet Nahm. This would indicate that perhaps 

500,000 will be sent to our boys...your boys, those boys...by the end of this year. This 
makes it the 3rd largest export! In 1967 a large chunk of the grape crop was shipped 
overseas. Everywhere the grape prices are very depressed. The growers are not making 
money. We are getting a whole new lease on life on the boycott, 


ALSC says, “It seems that Uncle Sam loves only the corporate agri-growers. In Uncle's 
heart the poor farm worker will remain a slave."
